Fttallv, Gsner^l Comb?, the TreMdent of tbe 
r.onvrBiior, in rising to dissolve tbe body, addressed 
it in a strata of patriotic eloquence at cote mitabli 
to tbe occasion and worthy of bis own fame.

Under these circumstances the 
Louisville acd Nashville Board determined to pnsb 
their branch in tbe most energetic manner, and at 
once purchased tbs iron for the entire length of the 
read, rendericg its completion witbin tbe year cer 
ain, believing this would Insure a road through to 
Memphis witbia twelve months. Rat an unex 
peered difficulty is developed which no human 
foresight could foresee. Between the Cumberland 
and Tennescee rivers a lofty rdge is crossed by tbe 
Clarksville eul Paris Hoe, rendericg very deep 
uta essential to tbe proper grada. The engineer 
of tbe road, whoss estimates for three years, had 
been foutd wonderfully accurate and reliable, bated 
his calculations for tbe cost of this work upoa all 
that could be discovered of the character of the do 
posit to be removed. The progress of tbe work 
however, develops a deposit hitherto unknown in 
this region, which is neither earth nor reck, but 
nearly as bard as granite acd as tenacioue as glue, 
which can neither bo blasted or du«, but can only 
be reached only by the alow piogress of ibe pick, thu 
enormously increasing tbe cost of tbe work and 
upasttlog all the estimates of the engineer ard tbe 
reasonatd* cilcala'ions of the board. 1 he result ft 
th*U Ote board Jind fker*' el* M without adt quale means 
to complete Me rtvxei. 

Undtr these circumstances, W. A. Queries, K *\ 
president *f tbe road, acd a gentUman of the high 
eit personal and(fRcia1 standing, COmes to lay the 
case before U3. A few gentlemen, feeling a deep 
interest in the matter, met him, by request, last 
evening, and received a full exposition of tbe 
affairs of the road. Biing convinced that the early 
completion of the Memphis connection depends 
upon immediate aid from this city, the people of 
Clarksville and those residing along the line bavirg 
done all that their means wilt permit, these gentle- 
men decided to make an appeal to our cit'zens in 
batolf of the Clirkaville link, and appointed Jamee 
Guthrie, A. A. Gordon, and Ran. J. Adams a com- 
mittee fcr that purpose, who will at oao call upon 
our property holders and business moo. 

Tbe road has authority to issue $350,600 of ti per 
cent, mortgage bonds, having ten years to run, the 
security for which is belisved to be ample and the 
payment certain. 

It is proposed that the citizsns of this ci'y shall 
take $70,000 of these bjndj at sorenty csnts, pay- 
able on tbe 10:h of March next. ' tubgcrtptton 
wtH cample'* (he road w.thin the year y and must be 
made to secure th'.s.

Accident from Crinoline. — On Friday morning 
a girl named Ann Watts died At the Sheffield In- 
firmary from injuries sustained at the works of 
Messrs. Guest k Co., button manufacturers. Watts 
had a sister employed at the manufactory, and on 
Tuesday went to see her at work. The girl was 
boring horn*buttons by machinery at a low bench 
extending nearly the entiro length of the room, and 
under the bench was a small shaft with several 
drums and wheels. The shaft is only abeut twelve 
inchei above the floor, and the drums and wheels 
run within a few inches of it. WatU stood beside 
the work-bench to watch her sister, and her dress 
being largely extended by cane crinoline, came in 
contact with one of tbe drums, and was in a few 
moments twirled around it. Immediately sho felt 
the drag at ber oloihes, the girl screamed out and 
endeavored to release herself, but without success 
She was drawn down and whirled round the shaft 
several times, her feet and head striking the bench 
and floor every revolution. A youth named Cole, at 
considerable rick to himself, seixed the diving strap, 
and threw it off the drum, without sustaining any 
injury, and thus at once stopped the shaft. At this 
time the head and shoulders of the poor girl were 
compressed under the shaft in a most painful man 
ner, and her clothes were in a great measure torn 
from her back. She was released with as much 
dispatch as possible, and removed to the Infirmary, 
but her spine had received several fractures, and 
she was otherwise shockingly injured, and no 
hopes were from the first entertained of her recov- 
ery. — London paper, Feb. 4.

As I have said before, if you ore determined to 
start out for the gold mines before the early part of 
April, I would advise you to do so from Wyan- 
dotte, Leavenworth, or Atchison, by way of the old 
Santa Fe or great Southern route — because it will 
affurd the mildest weather, and because there ia 
more old grass, and green grass underneath, than 
on the great Northern route, by the Platte river 
and Fort Kearney, from St. Joseph or Omaha. 
Strike down and converge as soon as possible on 
the regular old Santa Fo road, and go along with, 
or wait for — until, say four to six wagons arc eol- 
lected to accompany each other. 

lturlingame, on tho road from Wyandotte and 
Kansas City, will be the Gri-t good-sized town you 
will reach — about SO miles distant from Kansas 
City. 

Council Grove, 1]' mile? further west, is the next 
and last town and settlement till you reach llent's 
fort — with the exception of a very small village 
called the "Diamond Springs," some l'> miles west- 
ward from Council Qrove. 

At Big Cow Crook, some 110 miles from Council 
Grove, is the very last houso and store, or, rather, 
grocery, which is to be found till you reach llent's 
Fort. 

At some 520 miles from Kansas City, 400 miles 
from Council Grove, or 2^0 miles from Beach Val- 
ley Station, you will find Bent's new fort, where a 
few articles may be purchased nnd a heap of In- 
dians may doubtless be espied all around; but Gov 
Bent or his agents there will keep them and your 
interests all right. From here you still como on 
along the great Arkansas river, until you get to the 
mouth of the Huerfano river — its entrance from the 
west into the Arkansas, some thirty miles further 
on— on the west side of which junction there is a 
small village of some forty mud houses, inhabited 
by Mexicans, most of*whom speak Knglish; here 
also is the store of Wm. Kroenig, who owns a flour 
mill, and has a most excellent and fruitful garden 
right adjoining the village. Twenty -five miles 
further on, and you get to Fountain City, where a 
thriving American population and an American 
town is located. 

My advice to you all is, to drive right through 
and on until you cross the Fountaine qui Bouille, 
or Boiling Spring river, some live or perhaps ten 
miles further, and then and there decide yourselves, 
according to your purposed pursuits and business 
capacities, whether you shall drive still further on 
on the right band (beet) road, over the "Divide,' 
to Denver City. There is a northern road that 
branches off toward the mountains from or near 
where you cross the Boiling Spring creek, that goes 
over to the immediate base of the Peak, and to the 
adjacent new city of Colorado. It also keeps on 
north, closely along the mountains to Denver City 
But this western roid is not near as good a wagon 
route for Denver City as the right hand or eastern 
one over the "Divide." This I know, because I 
have tried both to my sore experience. 

Getting up outfits of wagons and mules, or oxen 
and going up to trade with the Sioux, is getting 
be one of our every day occurrences hore at Denver 
City this winter season. If you push me to the 
wall to tell, I must state, in tho language of De- 
mosthenes about action in oratory, slightly altered, 
that the first chief staple for the trip is whisky — 
the second chief staple is whisky, and the third and 
last is — whisky. However, sugar, coffee, and to- 
bacco are thrown in, of course, by way of adding an 
appearance of variety to tbe outfit. 

Denver City time is 5S minutes and 40 seconds 
foster than St. Louis time. A revival or protracted 
meeting has beon going on in tho Methodist church 
here nightly for the past three weeks. The Kev. 
Jacob Adrianoe, preacher in charge, starts to Con- 
ference at Leavenworth next week.

The Last Riot is St. Georok's-in-thk-East. — 
Yesterday evening there was a fearful riot, result- 
ing in tbe destruction of much of the church prop- 
erty in tho parish Church of St. George-in-the- 
East. 

Previous proceedings at this church have been 
compared to a theater on the first night of a pan- 
tomime, but no theater ever contained such an au- 
dience .i- that which assembled at St. George's last 
night. There was catcalling, cockcrowing, yelling, 
howling, hissing, shouting of the most violent kind, 
snatches of popular songs were sung, loud cries of 
"bravo" and "order" came from every part of the 
church, caps, hats, and bonnets were thrown from 
the galleries Into the body of the church and back 
again, while the pew-doors were slammed, lucifer 
matfheii struck, and attempts more than once made 
to put out the gas. In this there was a regular or- 
ganisation, but it was Dot successful, although va- 
rious parts of the church were at times placod in 
darkness. During all this time the unruly m< 
acted without check of any kind, for, although there 
was a strong force outside, not one policeman was 
allowed to enter the church. 

At tbe close of tbe prayers, Mr. Lowder ascen< 
the pulpit, and was hissed and yelled at by the peo 
pie with tremendous eneri^. He was unmoved by 
their assaults, and gave as bis text tbe *;h chapter 
of,St. Matthew's Gospel, 2'itb ver a e — "And besait' 
unto them, why are ye fearful, O ye of little faith 
Tben be arose and rebuked the winds and tbe 
and there was a great calm." H* spoke very en 
ergetically, but ain : d cocstant inte;raptions of th' 
most disgraceful kind, of the persecutions which 
in various pniods of ber history the Church had 
bsen called upon to undergo, and, adverting to the 
circumstances of that parish, remarked that tbe 
clergy bad never mors reason to expect sccccesful 
ly the conversion of sinners than at present. IL 
expresfed his bebef that when tbe present persecu 
tlon ctssfd the church would triumph, and tben 
exclaimed with great force, "Who i< fearful for tb 
everlas |pg church of Christ?" Tbi* was followed 
by a genera! shout of "Who's afraid?" and loud 
and long-continued laughter. Tbe Kev. gentleman 
bore this indignity with apparently stcical icdiffor- 
ence, ar d when tranquility had been to some exten 
restored, addressed toe lo s present reminding 
them that one dav they might be laid on a bed of 
sickness, when tbe awful sin of sacrileg*, which 
tfcey were tben committing, would rise up io jadg 
ment against them. Tbe boys, however, were 
proof agaicst the Rev. gentleman's serious and ear 
ne*t admonition, which they respond rd to »itb a 
shout of derisive laugh'er. Mr. King, Mr. Lowder, 
and tbe choristers made their way to the vestry 
room with great difficulty, being more than orce 
subjected to personal violence. 

At this mameot a cry was raised for the demoli 
lion of the altar, whi h was elaborately decorated, 
and the threat wca!d have been carried out hid not 
the altar gate been grilantly defended by Mr. 
Stu'fvld, a sen of tbe crusty magistrate of that 
name, and one of Mr. King'* choristers. Over the 
apse or flwtf a l tar is a be^utifnl candelabrum, acd 
this at once became an object of attack. Hassock 
were collected from the pews and hurled at it. 
Many of tbera struck it, and every moment it was 
expected tbat it wou'd ccme down. A3 it was, " 
wai seriously damaged. Another obj<c* of atts 
was the large cress over tbe altar, at which basse c«s 
and rushions were thrown freni tbe gallery. All 
this time there was lighting, shouting, and sieging 
in all parts of ttc church, with no one in autboritv 
to repress it. 

TV tcene at this time was perfectly frightful, ard 
would, in all pro lability, have ceiled in blo-d'hrd 
had not Inspector Alison, upon bis own authority 
entered the church with a aozsn policemen, and or 
lared it to be cl-ared. Tu r ned out of the church 
tbe riolers sn ggMlad an attack on Mr. K'rg's house 
and many perscn« who went there were very rouiih 
ly headled. In the ourso of an hour Ia-pector At 
i son had got tbe who=e of the disorderly mob into 
the street. A contirhrahle amount or church fur 
nlture has been destroyed, ths cusbiocs in tbe gal 
leries were torn up and thrown into tbo body of the 
church, Bibles acd prayer books fUw about in all 
directions, and many or the altar decorations h.ive 
l>een injured. 

Painful as this description of tbe riotings at St 
George's last night must bs, it will fail to convey 
anything like an idea of the di.-gus'L.g rroc*edirrs 
Time*, January 30.

MUfortone hauats her 
tot; she wears away a life of silent eoduncce, and 

foes forward with less timidity than to her bridal, 
a prosperity she is a bnd fall of cdcr«, waiting but 
for the winds of adversity to scatter th«m abroad- 
pure gold, valuable, but untried in the furnace. In 
short, woman is a miracle — i mysterv, tbe center 
from which radiates the great charm* of existence
